My  Government  commends  the  efforts  of 
the  Saudi  Arabian  authorities  in  pursuing  those  who  chose  to 
follow  their  political  aims  through  acts  of  terror  and  we 
are  united  in  our  efforts  to  combat  all  acts  of  terrorism 
worldwide .
